The fear and Fealouſie of this Government , bath been ex- 


ceedingly, of late, jomented, among the diſtontented People, 
by the :ſly Arts of thoſe, "who are, and ever will be, Ent- |* 


mies to the Religion, Peace, and Tranquility of this Nati- 
0x3 and no doubt, but the Machivilian Jeiuite, and the 
Zealoiis Papiſt, baue been the cauſe of all the zmorozls of 
England, hoping by that 'Gate, to bring in their own Rel!- 
Lion , and Arbitrary Government : The thing fs uh 
feared by the People of England. And truely 3n this Cafe 
they are not to be blamed, Religion azd Liberty, bezng the 
two chieſeſt, and moſt valuable Jewels, belonging to the 
Crown of Liſe. And when they ca# abroad their Ey?s, and 
behotd the Arbitrary, Deſpotical and Tyrannical reign of the 
Princes of other Countries, they may well be deſirous of Can- 
ſerving their own happy Government, inthe Monarchy of this 
Nation, which is ſo equally divided, bitwixt King and 
People, That the one cannot do injury, or wrong to tve Other, 
unleſs the one become Arbitrary, and the other Revelizons. 
The Conflitation of the Government of England 7s fo ſound, 
4s it 3s not to ve ſhaken or alter?d, with every ſmall Occaſe- 
ov, for it viuſt be abſolute Tyranny ou the one Hard, or abſo- 
tate Rebellion of the other, that muſt break it to Pieces, and 
brivg in tht ſo much feared Arbitrary Government, 14

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Fhereſore, it 3s againſt the Intereft both of King and People, 
to intrench upon one the ather,the one to invade the Prerogative 


of the King, the other the Priviledges of the People « For ſo e- 


qually hangs the Ballante b:tween them, that as it 3s the Envy 
and admiration of all other Nations, ſo is # the Happineſs 
«14 firength of our own; for the one fide cannot Preponde- 
rate or weigh down the ather, without breaking the juſt and 
equal Conſtitutzon of our Government. If therefore the Kzugs 
of this happy Nation, ſhould at any time, thorow the Evil 
aawzce of thezr Councellors, go about to invade the peoples 
Livoerties, and to think or hope to bring in Arbitrary Govern- 
ment, it would not be ſo eaſie athing to effet it, ſince the 
mutual Bonds and Obligations, bitween the King and Peo- 
ple are already ſo firong, as it 3s almoſt impoſſtole to attain 
to that end, whilſt the three Eſtates of the Land have a be- 
z1g, and without whom no alteration can be made. The peo- 
3/e therefore, need not be zn thoſe Fears and Agonivs, on eve- 
+7 tne leaſt}Occaſion,of the evil Miniſtration of ſome of the chief 
OD ficers of State, of their Kings Istentions of bringing inof 
Aroitrary Government : for no doubt the Kings of England, 
art asereit and Imperial Menarchs, bolding their Crowns 
of God only, ani ſo acconrt themſelves, as any other Monarch 
whatſoever: Nor can we je, how alawſul Monarch can any 
Was bittey himſelf, or become more great, by ſuch unlawſul 
Avrvitrerinel;, who by the Laws of tht Land, and the Love 


&f his People, wants neither Power nor Money, the only 


things a Tyrant can pretend to. It 3s therefore the Cunning Arts 
ef :ne Enemies to Englands peace, who ſo needleſly, ſtek to 
bs it into the Ears of the People, that their King intends to 
bving 3n Arbitrary Government, upon every Occafion, given 
hy any of bis Miniſters of State, in the management of thofe 
Affairs, they cannot ſee into the Bottom. But ſince the great- 
elt Miniſters, are Accountable for their mal e- 4dminiftration to 


Parliaments, there 7s, and can bz noſuch Fear, 1 ſay of ever 


attaining that end, ſo long as Parliaments have a being , 
and without which our happy Monarchy cannot ſubjift totally. 
But many cry out againſt Ar vitrary Government;ard know 


. not what it ts, not being ſufficiently ſenſible 3 of their lyving 
yder, and being ruled and governed by a legal Monarch :

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Tho ſome Faults and Miſcarriages may ' be found, or appear 
in his Miniſters; for the King himſelf can a0 no 17079 4 
fnce he Afts nothing of himſelf, but by Miniſters, who ave 
all Reſponſible foy their Aftions. Tet the People are not to 
be blamed, for their abhorrency of Arbitrary or Tyrannick 
Government, which always attends ſurpation, fince #t 18 
not ſo many years, that they have fult the burtben thereof5 
and if we look bach, into all the Aftions, of the mot Arbz- 
fravy and Tyrannich, the lawful Kings of thes Nation, we 
foall find the ErDitrary Government, attending H{1rpers , 
72 the little time of their ufurpation, to'be more horrid ant 
ereatſul, and brought on this Nation more Miſery, Blood , 
and Perſecution, than any of thim;, nay, all of them toge- 
ir. I cannot think thevejore, that any are ſerzous, wng 
cry out on the Phanaticks, as andeavouring or deſiring 2 
Common-wealth, for 1 4s think ther? ave none of them , 
Jo really mad, as to deſire any ſuch thing, that would bring 
0n them the dreaded Arbirrary Government,. the» jo much 
Fear 1, {ince they jound it by ſo late Experience, to be no reme- 


dy to their Evils, and cured their Fears and Fealouſpes with

This was Cromwell's firſt bloudy remarke, and like 
an Uſurper ; who muſt maintain his 1llegal greatneſs, 
by illegal Arts. But dominion founded in innocent 


| bloud , cannot long ſtand , before the Avenger for 


bloud viſits it in his wrathfull Juſtice. About this 
time he takes care, there ſhall be a faithfull miniſtry, 
to his intereſt he means, therefore he ſets up a Com- 
pany of Tryers, the chief of which were Nye, Good- 
win, Hugh Peters, Manton, and others named as Com- 
miſfioners, Theſe make a Reformation among the 
Miniſtry , for humane Learning was rather a Crime 
than an help to any, for the queſtion was, had they 
Grace in their hearts ?

In Treland all was ſubdued, and he ſent Coþ 
over as a Judg, who with, a kind of Itinerant Court 
of Juſtice, hung up many of the 7ri/þ Rebels at 
Dublin, Waterford, Kilkenny and in Ulſter , and thoſe Þ* 
that eſcaped of the Tr; were confined to the Pro- 
vince of Conaught, and the reſt baniſhed. But in 
Scotland at the mediation of Arz:lte, whom he had 
tyed to his Intereſt, and by whoſe power he held a 
great part of the Highlands in ſubjetion, the Presby- 
terians were allowed their Religion, and had their 
own K7rÞþ Government, and the power of Excommuy- 
nication, but the rigor of 1t was taken off, for ſuch 
as were excommunicated, were net onely forbid the 
Communion, but they had all their Eſtates confiſca- Þ 
red to the Church, which was nor allowed them, nor Þ 
the meeting of their general Aſſembly. 

Cromwell was jealous of Zambert, and of the Love 
he had among the SeFarzes of the Army; fo that as yet 
he was forced to careſs him, and to dciude him with 
vain hopes of ſucceeding him in the Prote&orate, and 
therefore made him Commander in chief,of the Army, 
next himſelf, with the allowance of 10 4a day.

betray'd to Cromwell by one Manning, who was Clerk 
to his Secretary, bribed by the Uſurper , who had a 
knack that way, of expending vaſt ſumms for intelli- 
pence, and by this means, many of the Royaliſts de- 
tiens in England came to be diſcovered, and many 
Yrought into trouble about Kk, but ar laft the Tray- 
tour was azteged, and ſhot to death for his ey . 
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puſneſs Abour this time he ſends over 6 Counſel” 
rs for Ireland, Steel who was made Lord Chancel- 
our there, and Pepys Lord Chief Fuſtice there, Miles 
Corbet, Robert Hamond, Matthew Tomlinſon and Ro- 
rt Goodwin. About Fune this year, Cromwell ſeeing 
e was able to rule 3 Kingdoms, believed he was as 
well able to govern 6 Horſes, ſent him by the Count 
of 01denbarg, and in a frollick being in Hide Park, 
aving his Engine Thurlo alone in the Coach, he gets

He knew his tyrannick Þ 
Uſurpation was againſt all the Laws of the Land, and | 
cher he could hold what he had got, no longer than | 


ſtrong beaſt, was grown ſo skittiſh, he had much a- þ 
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head, he thought ro reduce every thing to its old 
channel, the race of the Stuarts only changed, for 
that of Cromwells ; and for this end he now began all 
he could, ro court the Nobility and Gentry of the 
Royal - Party, after he had ſufficiently humbled and 
cruſh'd them, and made them poor, all to ſweeten 
them againſt his afluming the Crown, having got, as 
he hop'd, a Parliament for his purpoſe : for none 
were admitted into this Parliament, after their Ele- 
&ons, bur ſuch as the Council allowed of, and many 
pn that Olrver durſt not truſt, were in this Par- 
iament, and thar he thought not fit to fir, till ſome 
Laws were firſt made, for the ſtrengthning his Autho- 
rity, and carrying on of his defign. There was there- 
fore a Recognition of his Highneſs Government by a 
ſingle perſon, placed ready with a Guard of Red-coats, 
to be ſigned before any of the Members went 1nto 
the Houſe, and (ſuch as refuſed to fign it were dif- 
miſſed, and not ſuffered to fit ; by which means near 
200 at the firſt were excluded, theſe thar far taking 
no notice of this moſt horrid force. And now ler 
thoſe who ſo much ſtand up for Law and Juſtice, 
and cry out upon Arbitrary Rule tell me 1f ever a 
greater could bg.a&ed upon the Liberties of the Peo- 
ple in denying them their freedoms in the ſitring of 
their Repreſentatives 1n Parliament, and if any of the 
moſt Arbitrary Kings of England ever did or durſt 
attempt the like ? But what might nor, and whar did 
not this Tyrant and Uſurper doe ? 

Ar firſt this Parliament went on very ſmoothly, 
and to the content of their Prote&or:an Maſter ; the 
firſt thing was, they made a Vote declaring his War 
with Sparnto be juſt and honourable, with a reſolu- 
tion of afliſting him. in it : Then as a Grand ſtep for 
him to Mount.the Throne, they make an A& for the 
renouncing the title of c harles Stuart, ar 1 the whole 
line of King Fames, unto the Crown of England, Scot- 
land and Ireland ; ſeconded with another, for the ſe- 
curing his Highneſs _ and the continuance _ 
| 2 | 
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the Nations peace, which was bound up in it. And 
this laſt A& was made by reaſon of a Plot then difco- 


vered againſt his Perſon, by.one Syndercomb, or rather. 


a Contrivance of his Secretary Thurlo's, to further his 


deſigns. This Syndercomb was a Leveller, or Fifth- 


Monarchy-man, and disbanded by Monk in Scotland, 
who being a reſolute fellow, and diſgufted, was drawn 
in by two of Thurlo's Creatures, one Cec:! and Top 
of Cromwell's Life-guard , who pretending a Male- 
contentedneſs, eaſily drew him in to a defign of Mur- 
thering the Tyrant, there being about that time, a book 


printed and publiſhed, with the name. of .4/en to it, 


a disbanded Leveller, called Killing no Murther, which 
with notable Arguments proved the Lawtfulneſs of 
Killing Cromwell, as an Uſurper and Tyrant , which 
book almoſt ſcared him our of his wits, and made 
him ever after afraid of every ſtrange face that came 
near him ; and made him betake himſelf to theſe 


artifices, to affrighr afſaſſinares by his ſeverity. . Syn- 
dercomb being thus trepann'd and drawn 1n, by his. 


Inſtruments, had prepared a Blunderbuſs, and had 
placed it to ſhoot him in his Coach going to Hampton- 
Court ; and if that failed, he was to have fired White- 
Hall, by placing a Basket of combuyible matter 1n 
the Chapel , with a train, all which 1s diſcovered ; 
Syndercomb and his Companions ſerzed, the Life-guard 
men confeſs the Plot, and are pardoned , Syndercomb 
is tryed for it at the upper Bench-bar, {as they then 
called it ) and convicted by the Wiiucfs of his fellow 
Conſpirators, he was Condemn'd to be Hang'd, Drawn 
and Quarter'd at Tybarn, but before his Execution he 
was found dead, and poyſoned 1n the Tower, by him- 
{elf as the Inqueſt of the Coroner found it, though by 
others ſuſpe&ed to be a fmneneſs of Thurlo's ; however, 
as a felo de ſe he was drawn at an Hors tail ro Tower- 
hill, and there put 1nto the ground under the Scaftold, 
and a Stake driven thorow his Body. This occafi- 
oned the A& to be haſtned for his Highneſs preſerva- 
tion, and a thankſgiving Voted for this great ' deli- 

| very, 
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very, the Parliament attending him at White-Hall in 
the Banquering-houſe, where a Congratulatory Ora- 
tion upon this occaſion was made to him. The next 
day the time being very convenient, Alderman Pack 
ſtarred a motion, that for the better and more ſure 


ſettlement of the Nation, the Proteg&or might -be de- 
fired to aflume the ſtile and title of King, as the moſt 


known and moſt agreeable Government to the peo- 
ple of England: this was hotly purſued by the Court- 
party of the Houſe, which after ſeveral hot debates 
produced, The Humble Petition and Advice: of which 
we ſhall ſpeak anon. 

The horrible licentiouſneſs of theſe times, had 
ripened the birth of ſtrange and monſtrous Opinions 
and Herefies, and all places (warm'd with theie kind 
of creatures, of an hundred difterent perſwaſions : 
The Ranters grew numerous, and : committed their 
beaſtialities under the notion of Liberty of Conſci- 


ence publickly, turning debauchery and all manner.of 


wickedneſs into a. Rel1g1on 3 ſome Iying with their 
Wives,. or other women openly. in the Market-place, 
ſeveral, both men and women running ſtark naked, 
without the legſt rag to hide their ſhame, about the 
ſtreets, and into Churches, pretending a Command 
from the ſpirit for theſe Actions. Then the Socinz- 
ans encreaſed, who denied the Divinity of Chriſt, 
one B7ddle being infamous for thoſe Opinions : and 
one Erbery, once a Miniſter, for Ranting. ' Then the 
Quakers began to grow numerous, under George Fox 
their head , and ſo troubleſome, that they diſquieted 
Oliver himſelf, who liked not thejr Antiminiſterial 
principles. But above the reft, Fames Naylor was 
at this time remarkable, who grew to that height of 
deluſion and phrenſie, as to perſonate our Saviour, 
and procured a divine. worſhip or adoration to be 


. given to him, by ſome women attending him. He 


had been formerly a Soldier under Lambert, who 
ſtickled much to ſave him' from puniſhment, but the 
Parliament now fitting, take the matter into their 

F.3 cognt- 
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cognifance ; being ſent up from Briſtol, where he was, 
| he appears before them with a compoſed counte. 
nance , his hair hanging afrer the faſhion of thoſe 
pitures made for our Saviour, and with a forked 
beard, often anſwering the queſtions put to him 
with Thou ſayeſt- jt. He was accuſed of Blaſphemy, 
and for aſſuming to himſelf divine Honours, he -ha- 
ving had Hoſanna's ſung before him , and ſuch. ex- 
prefiions uſed to him, as the people of the Fews uſed 
tovards our Saviour, when he rode into Feruſalem, a 
Ittle before his Crucifixion. He uſed ſeveral evafions, 
but the Houſe ſentencea him, to be, both at London 
and Brijic!, publickly Whipr, through both the Cities, 
ro ſtand in the; Pillory, to have his Tongue bored 
rhorow, and to be fligmatized in the forehead with 
the letrer B, for a Blaſphemer ; and then to remain 
11 Bridewel{ during pleaſure : which ſentence was 
wirh great ſeverity inflifted upon him, and which he 
underwent with a more than ordinary patience and 
reſolution, 

The Parliament having made an A, for Preventing 
of Multiplicity of Buildings, within ten miles of Lon- 
don, and that every houſe within that compaſs, built 
upon a new foundation, ſhould pay a years Rent to the 
F rotefor ; *they fall upon the Petition and Advice. 
In the mean time, Cromwell defigning the Succeſhon 
of his Uſurparion for his Son Richard, begins to ſhew 
him to the World ; but that he might give Zambert 
no Umbrage of his Intentions, he keeps him for ſome 
rtme in the Country in Hantſhire, where he had Mar- 
ried the Daughter of one Major, with whom he had 
a plentiful Fortune. Here he grows familiar and 


kind to the Royaliſts , infinuating into them by his . | 


debonare Carriage, and ſerving many of them in ſeve- 
ral requeſts to his Father, endeavouring to get their 
good liking, by his Civilities, and affable Diſpoſition. 
The firſt publick Honour done him, was in making 


him Chancellor of Oxford, which his Father had re- ' 


figned for that purpoſe ; then he was Sworn a Privy- 
i nn Counſellor, 
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| Counſellor, and made a Colonel in the Army, that 
| he might have an Intereſt in all Parties, and nor Jong 
| afterwards was made the firft Lord of the other Houle, 
' afrer the re-meeting of the Parliament, and ſtiled the 


Noble Lord Richard. Cromwell, to prepare his way, 
had hkewiſe his News-writer Marchiamount Needham, 
who tells the people there 1s no everlaſting principle 


| jn Government, which 1s but a temporary expedient,. 
and that jin the hazard of a Common-wealth, the 


next ſhifr might be made uſe of ; which was a King, 
as moſt agreeable and neceſſary. He had likewiſe an 
ill Poet, Pagan Fiſher , who in a Rodomontado ſhile, 
ſung his Atchievements in Latin Verſe, together with 
the Vertues of the pious Bradſhaw, 

0liver having prepared things for them, as well as 
he could, the Parliament proceed hotly upon the 
Petition and Axvice , which was their new Model of 
Government,and with which on the gth of April 1685, 
the Parliament having defired a meeting with the Pro- 
teRor, they wait upon him in! the Banqueting-houſe 
at White-Hall, where Sir Thomas Widdrington jn a ft 
Speech commended the office of a King, as ſetled 
here ever fince Chriſtianity, approved by our . An- 
ceſtors, agreeing beft with our Laws, and temper of 
the People 3; a Model of which Government, as moſt 
proper for the gocd and fecuriry of the Nation, he 
there - preſented him with. The old Fox returns, - 
That ”tis a weighty Matter , and therefore defired 
time to ſeek God in it ; for without his Aſſiſtance, 
the charge would be too great for him to bear. Thar + 
the Engliſh were the beſt people in the world, atid 
therefore all tenderneſs imaginable ſhould be ſhewed: 
ro them, and nothing done withour due confidera- 
tion of their benefit : with much more of the like 
nature. The next day a Committee was appointed 
to attend him for his Anſwer ; which being delivered 
afrer a dubjous manner, they reſolve to force it upon 


him, and adhering to their Petition, frame a Com- 


mittee of near half their _ ro attend him, both

to hear and give fatisfation to his doubts and ſcru- 
ples, 1n this caſe. The chief of theſe were Whitlch, 
Lord Chicf Fuſtice Glyn, Lord Broghill, Lenthal, Liſle, 
Poilip Fones, Frenn?s, Strickland, Thurlo, Sir Richard 
On/tw and Sir Charles Wooley. 

And now it might be wondred at, that Cromwell 
having this fair opportunity, did not accept of this 
profter, ſo much urged 3 no doubt bur he moit ca- 
verly deſired it, yet was he ſo cautious and fearful!, 
leſt chat, like the Dog 1n the Fable, he ſhould fnatch 
too greedily ar the ſhadow of Royalty, and ſhould 
loſe the boundle's power or ſubſtance of his Tyranny, 
or 1n ſeeking to fortife his title, loſe his tenure : for 
he well underſtood the temper of the Army, and that 
by the means of Lambert { who began to ſmell our 
h's deſign, and fearing to loſe the Succeflion promt- 
tea him) was ready to Mutiny ; which rf he ſhould 
Lzfe, he were undone, knowing all his title was main- 
rained, by the power of their Swords, and that there- 
fore he muſt wear ſuch title, as they pleaſe, or would 
be contented with 3 therefore conſidering, that jt 
would not be ſafe for him at this time to accept ir, 
he was forced with reluQancy to put it off to a more 
convenent ſeaſon. Many meetings and debates how- 
ever they had about ir, and many Arguments held 
Pro and Con between them : The Committee alledged 
that the title of King had been confirmed by Parlia- 
ments, for avove 1300 years, and that neither the 
Perſon or Name of Ring had been diſpleafing to them. 
That 1t was interwayen with the Laws, and was moſt 
necefiary to be aſfamed : For that the Title ought to 
= accommodated to the Laws, not the Laws to it ; 
a3 they muſt 1f he continued the name of Prote&or, 
Thar new titles were ever ſuſpeted,and that the name 
of Proteffor had ſill been unfortunate to the King- 
dcm, and tro themſelves : That 1t being given him 
by the S»ldiers, it melt too much of Conqueſt : That 
the Roman Empire never thrived fo well, but was al- 
ways full of confuſion, under the titles of Conſuls, 
Dieators 
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| Ditators or Prince of the Senate, as it did under the 
| title of Kings, untill Ceſar came to ſettle the Empire 2 
| they alſo lay'd before him the reaſons for the changing 


the Tirle of Lord to King of Treland, in the time of 
King Henry the 8th for the better and more regular 


Government of the Nation. But their main Argu- 
ment was drawn from the Statutes of 9 Edw. 5. and. 
3 H. 7.. by which all perſons were indemnified that *- 
{ took up Arms for the King in being, and would be a - 


great! ſecurity to himſelf and the people, to have ir 
thus ſetled upon him. by A& of Parliament : But for 


| all this, for the Reaſons aforeſaid, his fears ſurmounted 
| his Ambition, he ar laſt gave tkem a peremptory 


Refuſal, telling them that 1t was againſt his Conſct- 
ence, and that he could not oftend ſo many Godly 
men. .and Officers of the Army, who had declared 
againſt the title and office of King 3 but he defired 
that the Title of ProteFer, and the Government by a 
ſingle perſon, might be confirmed by conſent of this 
Parliament. | 

Upon this his refuſal, which was cryed up as a 
great Vertue, and fign of his Humility, the Parlia- 
ment confirm him in his former title and dignity, 
and an cxplanatory part to: the Petztzion and Advurce 
was prepared, in reſpe& of . the Proteor's Oath, his 
Counſels, Members: of the Houſe of Commons, and

care to provide for-the juſt and neceſſary ſupport of | 


the Common-wealth, by thoſe Bills for Levying of 
Money, and utiderſtanding that 1t had been formerly 


the practice of the chief Governours, to acknowledge | 


with thanks to. the Commons, their care and regard 
to the Publick, therefore he very heartily thank'd 
them, and acknowledged their kindneſs therein. 
And after he had figned theſe Bills, and the Peritzm 


and Advice, and: Articles therein, He told them. | 


That he had undertaken one of the greateſt burthens that 
ever 
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| ever was laid upon the back of any humane creature, 
| and therefore he asbed their help and prayers to God, 
| that he might have the' divine Aſſiſtance, for the diſ- 


charging of this great truſt, And that for his part, 
nmthing ſhould have induced him to have taken upon him 
this unſupportable burthen to fleſh and blood, but that 


| he had ſeen in the Parliament a great care of: thoſe 
| things, that might make clearly for the Liberty of the 
| Nations, and for the Intereſt of ſuch as feared God - 
| And if that the people were not thank full to them for 
| their great care, it would fall as a ſin upon ther heads. 


With much more of the fame nature. 


This being done, they prepare for the Solemnity: 
of his Inauguration or Inveſture anew , for though 
he was before ſolemnly inaugurated into the Prote- 


| &orate, as you have heard, according to the Inſtru- 


ment , yet it was thought fit that tt ſhould be done 
again, for the greatet confirmation of the buſineſs ,

he pleaſed. A Committee being appointed for this 
purpoſe, on the 26th of June 1657, before a great 
2flembly of people, and with much more Ceremony 
than before, he was inſtalled in Weſtminſter-Hall, un- 
der a great Canopy of State, in great pomp and much. 
magniftcence, roo long for me here to relate ;. the 
Great Seal being: carried by the Lord Commiſſioner 
Fiennes, and the. Sword by the Earl of Warwick. 
The City Sword by the Lord Mayor Tichbourn, all 
bare-headed : The Dutch and French Ambaſſadors be- 
ing alſo preſent. The Speaker of the Houſe of Com- 
mons preſenting him with a Robe of Purple Velvet; 
a Bible, a- Sword and a Sceptre, making a Speech 
to him in- preſenting them ; Telling: him, thar the

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Purple Robe was an Emblem of Magiſtracy, and im- 


ported Righteouſneſs and Juſtice ; The Bible con- | 
raining the Holy Scriptures, was Chriſt Veiled and 


Revealed, and contained both Precepts and Exam- 
ples for good Government : The Sceptre not unlike 
a Staff, was to ſhew he was to be the Staff of the 
poor and weak, of ancient uſe ; for that the Scrip- 
ture fays, The Sceptre ſhould nt depart from Judah, 
and that Kings and Princes were called by Homer 
Sceptre-bearers: That the Sword was not only a Mi- 
litary,. but a Civil Sword, a Sword rather of defence, 
than of offence, to defend himſelf and his people : 
Lipon which he would preſume to write this Motro, 
| E20 ſum Domini Prote&oris ad protegendum Populum 
Meum. Tam the Lord Protefors, to proteef my Peq- 
ple. This being ended, he gave the Prote&or his 
Oath on the Bible, and Mr. Manton. made a Prayer, 
wherein he recommended the Prote&or, the Parlia- 
ment, the Army and Government to God : which 
done, the Trumpers ſounded, and the Heraulds pro- 
claimed him t roteor of England, Scstland and Tre- 
land, and the Dominions thereunto belonging. Af- 
ter which he returned 1n great Stare, the Lord Sher- 
rard and the Lord Roberts his eldeſt Son carrying his 
Train. The Pagcantry being finiſhed, the Houſe ha- 
ving done Jike good Boys, have leave to play, for 
:£rurning to their Houſe, they adjourn themſelves to 
the 20th of Fanuary following. . 
Being thus fetled in his Dignity, he began to live 


more ſplendidly, and like a King, having a very full. 


Court, and after a Monarchical Manner, all his Officers 
of State, Steel was made Chief Baron, and Lam-

| ſecured : As alſo Major Wildman, who was taken at 


Marlborow drawing up a Declaration againſt him, 


| and clapt up in order to his Tryal. And hearing 


of private Subſcriptions to Petitions and Addreſſes 
to the Parliament, carrying on in the Army againſt 
Kingſhip, he peremprorily ſent to them to defiſt up- 
en their peril, and ſo over-aw'd and dafht them, 
that they durſt not go on. with thels attempr. There 
was no body now very conſiderable of their own 
party, that could give him any diſturbance but T am- 
bert ; and to ſecure himſelf againſt him, he followed 
the example Lambert had ſet him before, in ſecuring 


himſelf againſt the Rump Parlzament, and cauſed all 


the Army, by his Privado's, Regiment aſte: Regt- 
ment, to ſubſcribe Addreſſes, Congratulating his le- 
gal Authority, and declaring their readineſs to ſtand 
by him with their Lives and Fortunes. 

This year, on the 20th of April 1657, that great

not a lawfull Prince. 


And now the 2oth of Fanuary being come, af 
which time the Parliament was to re-aflemble, they 
met accordingly, but they now were quite anotherſ} ; 
thing, than what they were before ; for according tof 


the Clauſe in the Petition and Advice, That the per- 


fons legally Choſen ſhould not be ſecluded, but by the con-Þ 


ent of the Houſe ; thoſe Members that Cromwell had 

fore kept out by force, were now re-admitted, 
though againſt his mind ; who preſently gave him 
a diſturbance. Then according to their new Mo- 


del, there was the other Houſe, for as yet they did| 


not dare to call it a Houſe of Lords, which con- 


fiſted of his chiefeſt Favourites of the Army-Officers| 


and others, and many pick'd out of the Houſe of

been long employed by Cromwell for that- purpoſe : 
The Royaliſts were glad the Parliament was diflolved, 
for they feared a Commonwealth much more than 
Cromwell ; not that: he was. leſs Tyrannical,,.or had 
uſed them more favourably, bur for that the other 
fort of Government had rendred it ſelf formidable, 
and was in danger to. have been more mr 
| than. 
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than Olruer's Kingly ProteForſhip could, for they be- 
leved, as they well night, that Ring Olzver would 
Incver be long endured by the people, whoſe eyes muſt 
needs be opened, and ſee that he was got into the 
Throne, and exercifed the ſame power, and far more 
than the Kings of Englaxd ever did, and whom they 
had flung out only to make way for a Tyrant, and 
that they would never ſufter a man of their own 
quality and rank thus to play the King amongit rhem, 
and to be their Lord, without endeayouring to fling 
him out. Befides, they found Lambert and the 
Army ſo much diſguſted , that they wouid rather 
have ventur'd all than not to have ſeen the downfall 
of Cromwell : ſo that the Royaliſts thought all things 
to be favourable to their deſign : But Cromwell ha- 
ving timely notice of all things by his Agents, among 
them, he takes care to prevent them, and ſending 
[to his right hand Tichbourn, Lord Mayor, cauſes him 
to double the Cirty-Guards, and ro make great chan- 
ges in the Militia, turning out all he ſuſpe&ed, and 
preſently ſeizes on Sir Willian} Compton, the Earl of 
Northampton's Brother, Mr. Rufſe/, the Earl of Bed- 
fird's Brother, Sir Wilttam Clayton and many more : 
The Marqueſs of Ormond, who on the deſign had Jain 
hid for ſome time in London, hardly eſcapes his hands. 
Alfo he ſeizes on Mr. Mordant, the Earl of Peterb3- 
(1429's Brother : Mr. Manley, Mr. Baron, Mr. Stapely, 
Mr. Manſel, Mr. Woodcock , Mr. Carent, Mr. Jackſon , 
and one Malhbry, who was thought to be a decoy to

And now, to give more terror to the Royaliſts, 
Cromwell reſolves again to new dye his hands 1n 
$ Blood, by the old Arbitrary and Tyrannical way :

as Uſurpation, and Arbitrary Rule and Tyranny, ei- 
ther 1n many, or in one, which God avert, and ſ@ 
peace and tranquility in our dayes. Burt yet the 
Memory of this Man 1s adored by many to this day, 
and he 1s the Idol of ſome, who will yet ſpeak great 
things of him, though withour reaſon, and putting 
our decay of trade upon the _ 111 management 
of affairs, when indeed 1t 1s but the conſequence of 
our Civil Wars, and the great expence of Money, 
drained away from the Royaliſts, the vaſt ſums raiſed 
on the people by Taxes, Aſefiments and Exciſe, 
which coming into the Soldiers pockets, they ſer ir 
going into motion ; which with the vaſt ſums raiſed 
on the ſale of the Kings, Queens, Princes, Biſhops 
and Delinquents Lands, made a flood of money for 
the preſent, and nothing of want then appeared, 
which was the effe& rather of the Tyranr's rapacity, 
than good management ; for when this glut began 
to fall again into the private finks of rich men, who 
lived by the uſe of money ; and others who had any 
great ſums fallen to their ſhares, fearing the iniqui- 
ties of the times, and knowing no man could pro- 
miſe himſelf to be long maſter of his own, eſpecially 
money, where the Will of the Tyrant was Law, and 
whom to diſoblige was fatal, they remitted vaſt 
ſums for their ſecurity into the bank in Holland, 
making them rich, by trading with our money, 
whilſt we fat contented with 3 /. per cent for to 
ſecure 3 ſo thar our trade fell, and in ſome time after 
a ſcarcity of money appeared, which ſuch who only 
look on the preſent time, and confidered not truly 
the reaſon, attribured to the 11] management of the 
preſent Governour, or of thoſe who ſat at the Helm. 
And therefore we may ſay, that the low ebb of Trade 
in our time had its beginning in Olzver*s time, And 
we may likewiſe conſider, that in his ſhort Uſurpa- 
tion, which was but four years and nine months, 
there was ſhewn ſo much Tyranny, —_— and 
Injuſtice, as ( excepring the cime of the Rumps 
ſitting } 
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ſitting) was not to be parallell'd in any of th 
Kings fince the Conqueſt. Befides in his latter 
dayes, when his fears began to render him cru, 
he valued neither honeſty or honour , when they 
ſtood in the way of his Ambition, and therefore ty 
me *tis a wonder, for what it was they admired this 


Man ; and muſt be cauſed either by partzality or ig 


norance. As for his Politicks, his Peace with France, 
and. his War with Spain, was certainly againſt the 
Intereſt of. England, 1n lefining the latter, and making 
the former too great for Chriſtendom, and looſing 
the ballance which England ought carefully to keep 


between thoſe two Monarchs, And then his impoli-F 
tick Peace with the Dutch, on ſo eafie terms, when Þ 


brought with great expence of Engliſh Blood and 
Treaſure , to that extremity, that England mought 
have had what terms they would, ſo that the whole 
world thought him infatuated, in loſing fo great an 
opportunity of doing good to this Nation. Then 
there 1s nothing more certain, that all the Perſecution 
that hath ſince hapned in France, of that King's Pro- 
teſtant Subje&s, was the effe&s of his joyning 1n a 
League with France at that time ; by which means 
that King humbled Span, and made way for his Con- 
queſts in Flanders fince atchieved, and inabled him 
ro ſubdue all Fa&tions at home, which were then 
arifing, and brought him-into 'a condition, to need 
none of them, being grown fince the ſcourge and 
terrour of Chriſtendom. His ſhamefull defeat at 
Hiſpanivla, with the loſs of 1500 Merchants Ships 
wo the Spanzard 1n that War, as was made appear 
to Richard's Parliament, ard in his ſpending ſuch 
vaſt ſums of money, and' yer leaving a vaſt debt up- 
on the Kingdom, as appeared by the Accounts 
broughr 1nto Richard's Aſſembly, may ſtand in bal- 
lance againſt his Vi&ories, and ſhew that he was not 
always ſucceſsfull, and that he had not managed his 
affairs with that frugality and wiſedom, as ſome have 
thought he did, when as by his own accounts it

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appeared, notwithſtanding-the great incomes he had, 
and the many Parliamentary ſupplies, he had con- 
tracted a debt of no leſs than 1900000 /. As for 
his Tyranny and Oppreſſion, *tis needleſs to men- 
tion it , that may be ſeen throughout this Hiſtory. 
Yet I cannot but inſtance here, that 1njuſtice of his 


to John Lilburn, who had been tryed for his Life by 


the Long Parliament, and acquitted, and by them

Agatn, 
What greater injuſtice could there be, than thar 
ſhown to Mr. Cony , who being a Priſoner at Crom- 
well's Suit 3 and being brought to the King's or up- 
per Bench-bar, as they call'd 1t, by an Habeas Corpus, 
cauſes his Counſel to be violently taken from the 
Bar, and ſent to the Tower, for no other reaſon, than 
the Pleading his Chents Cauſe ; ſuch an A& of v1o- 
lence, as cannot be parallel'd in all the Hiſtory of 
Enzland. Yer this hiefſed man 1s admired. As 
for his ingratirude that appeared to Sir Henry Varn, 
who above all perſons in the world was the cauſe 
of his advancement, and had long eſpouſed his In- 
tereſt, yet he ſtudied to deſtroy him both in his 
Life and Eſtate, becauſe he would not adhere to his 
perjury and falſene(s: And becauſe Vain oppoſed 
him, he impriton'd him, and would have proceeded 
farther againſt him. In Rzchard's Aſſembly, upon 
the complaint of ſeveral Priſoners, kept cloſe in the 
Tower , many being ſent away moſt inhumanely, and 
fold for Slaves beyond Seas; the Licutenant being ſent 
for, and demanded by what Authority he had kept 
thoſe in his cuſtody ſo long Priſoners, he produced a 
Paper written all with 0/7ver's orvn hand ; in which 

G Were 
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were theſe words: Sir, I pray you ſeize ſuch and 
ſuch perſons, and all others, whom you ſhall judge dan- 


rant for it after you have done, Upon which Rzch- 
ard's Afſembly Voted this Commitment of the Com- 
Pplainants, to'be illegal, unjuſt and Tyrannical as no 
doubt it was. This was a ſpice of his Juſtice, 


to himſelf, but to the malice or ſpleen of his. Lieu- 


this rate, he might take up and 1impriſqn whom he 


mit no man by his own Warrant: And this too 
without any cauſe ſhewn, why or wherefore. And 
the ſame men Voted, that thoſe banzſh'd or ſent away 
were unjuſtly, and againſt all Law fo ſent away, for 


by leſs authority than by A& of Parliament : and or- 
dered «forthwith the Priſoners to he fer free, without 
/1 Fees or Charges ; and had they fat longer, had un- 
o doubredly puniſhed the Lieutenant too. Then after 
71 publick faith given, and the party reſtored to Com- 
mon Privileges , he cauſed that moſt horrid Order 
of Decimation to be put in execution, on the poor 
Cavaliers by his Fanizarzes, which was by the enſu- 
ing Parliament damned as an unjuſt and wicked 
breach of Faith. This however 1s the great, rhe 
juſt, the brave, vi&orious, pious and moſt renowned 
Olrver , who, as T have faid, 1s yet by ſome remem- 
bred even to a kind of Idolatry ; but T ſhall leave him, 
having long ſince received his deſerved reward, and 
conclude with the rapture of Sterry, who Preaching 
his Funeral Sermon, had theſe blaſphemous exprefli- 
ons of him : As ſure ( ſays he )) as this is the Biblz, 
( which he held in his hand) the Bleſſed ſprrit of Oliver 
Cromwell # with Chriſt, at the right hand of the Fa- 
ther ;, and if he be there, what may nt his family ex- 
ped from him ; for if he were ſo uſefull and helpfull,

Oliver being thus dead, on the 3d of Seprember, 
about three of che Clock 1n the afcernoon , He was 
opened and embalmed ; but he ſtunk ſo filthily, 
though wrapt in Cearcloths and Lead, with Aroma- 
tick Spices, that they were fain to bury him private- 


after ſome days, with his Effigies made for that pur- 
poſe , he ſeem'd to lye in great ſtate, pomp and mag- 
nificence, to which fight crouds of people daily preiled. 
The out-rooms all hung with black, with Scutcheons, 
hanging on the Walls, but the room where the Eft. 
gies lay was hung with black Velver, and the Ceiling 
of the ſame, having a large Canopy of the ſame deeply 
fringed : the Effigies being Robed in Purple Velvet, 
laced with Gold Lace, and furred with Ermins, with 
ſtrings and taflels of Gold : In its right hand a Scep- 
tre, 1n its lefr a Globe, on his head a Velvet Ca 
furred with Ermins, and behind his head placed high 
on a Chair of Tiſſued Gold, was fer an Imperial 
Crown : Eight Silver Candleſticks of about five foot 
high ſtood about his Bed of State, with large white 
Waxtapers burning, of three foot long, all invironed 
with Rails and Balliſters covered with Velver, within 
which ſtood men in Mourning bare-headed , which 
was continued for many weeks, and then the Effigies 
was removed into another room, and veſted as be- 
fore, ſet up in a ſtanding poſture, with the Crowry 
upon his head 5; which 1t ſeems he now obtained, 
though he could not wear 1t while alive. Thus they 
continued this Pageantry to the 23d of November fol+ 
lowing, when his Funeral was made, and he carried 
in great pomp to ek” 3 with more coſt and ſtate 
= I than 
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than ever was beſtow'd on any King of England; coft- | 
1ng they ſay 25000 /. or more, and at laſt was in-f 
terred among the Kings and Queens of England, where 
he lay till the 3oth of Fanuary 1550, when he had a 
Reſurre&1on to another Exaltation at Tyburn, where 
he was a ſecond time znterr'd under the Gallows, ac- 
cording to his demerits, with his great Counſellors, 
Tretn and Bradſhaw. 

Bur we will leave the dead, and relate, in b-1ef, the 
Tranſa&ions of the [1ving. O0/:ver being gone, the Privy 
Council met, and a ſearch was made in rhe Protector's 
Cabinet, for a Paper ſafely lay'd up, wherein he had F 
nominated Fl2erwood for his Succeilor ; but it was not 
to be found, therefore they ſend to him and Desborow 
to know, 1f they did acquieſce in the Declaration of 
the late Protector, which made h1s Son Rzchard Crom- 
well Protector. To winch Fleetwood tent word that he 
cordjaily acquieſced 1n rhar Declaration of the late Pro- 
reftor's, concerning h1s Son's Succeſlion, though any 
other Paper ihould be found, in which he had been for- 
meriy-nominated his Succeflor. This done, the Coun- 
cil wait upon Richard, to Condole with 111m for his 
Father's Death, and to Congratulate him as Prote&or, 
Then Shippan and Strickland were ſent to the City, to 
acquaint them with what was done, and the next day 
they cauſed a Proclamation to be made, ſubſcribed by 
« h7verton, Lord Mayor, the Council of State, and feve- 
ral Officers of the Army, at Whrte- Hall, Charing-Croſs, 
Eleetſtreet, and ſeveral places in London, Proclatming 
Richard Cromwell Prote&or of the Commonwealth of 
England, &c. After which the City-Sword by the Lord 
Mayor, and the Seal by Frennes were reſigned to him, 
and his Oath was given him by Fzennes, one of the 
Commiſſioners of the Great Seal, in which he Swore 
ro maintain the Proteſtant Religion in 1rs purity, and 
to govern the three Nations according to the beſt of 
his power and skill,according to the Laws. After which 
he diſpatches Meſſengers to Ireland, to inform his bro- 
ther Aarry, Deputy there, and to General Monk tn, 
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Scotland, to inform them, and to know how they ſtood

gence he reformed his Army, and purg'd it from thoſe 
111 humours, as he knew would ſoon bring it to deſtru- 


Rion ; bur this alſo he did wiſely and cautiouſly, and : 
by degrees, for fear of cauſing too carly jealouſies of.

Richard ſeeing the many Addrefles made to him from- 


the People and Army, and the carefles and flatteries of 
great ones, being a man of no great reach, thought all 
had heen real, and now began to form to himſelf an 
Imagination of ſetling himſelf in his Uſurpar1on, and to 
look ſomewhat thy on thoſe of the Royal Party he had 


before careſſed, and done kindneſs for, ſhewing more - 


ſtare and greatneſs than formerly. and growing more 
reſerved to his familiars. Burt moneys growing ſcarce, 
his Council adviſes him forthwith to call a Parljamentr,

Eleftions being made after the uſual manner, tho lume | 
would have oppoſed 1t, and by ſending Writs to thef

were of ſuch baſe extra&ion, that the Commons could 
hardly be brought to own them.

others of his friends to ballance them ; but he found 


ſuch oppoſition, that he could not bring it-about. On | 
the other ſide, the Army and Se&arian Officers began F 


to be afraid of the enſv.'g Parhament, and therefore 
ſome of them adviſed him to follow his Father's ſteps, 
who was accuſtomed ar ſuch a time to cauſe the chicf- 
eſt Officers of the Army to come up- to London, and to 
be aſſiſtant to him on ſuch occaſions. This ſtartled 
Richard, being as much afraid of the Army, as they 
were of this approaching Convention, yet wanting his 
Father's courage and reloſution, he ſent for many of 
the Army tro Town from their Commands , where 
they had the opportunity of Caballing and laying de- 
1igns for his deſtru&ion. Betides, Lambert, by the'fa- 
vour of Fleetwood, was got again into Command, and 
had a Regiment given him, and was as much 1n the fa- 
vour of the Se&aries as ever. Rzchard was as yer Ges 
neral, when Desborow and others would have perſwa- 
ded him, that the Army being diſcontented, and ready 
to mutiny, the beſt way for him would be to. ſettle it 
on ſome known Officer amongſt them, and nominated 
Fleetwood - but Richard jt ſcems was not fo very 2 
fool as to diveſt himſelf of thar Command, bur tokd 
them, that by his Father's example, he would keep 
that for a ſecurity both to them and to himſelf, with- 
out which he could not prote& them , and thar _ 
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arbament which was ſuddenly ro meet, would give 

them ſattsfa&ion as to their Grieyances, to whom he 
ſhould remit them, | 

And now at the time prefixed,the Parltament meer, 


| conſiſting of two Houſes, the other Houle beginning 


now to be called the upper Houſe; for the Commons 
was choſen, Mr. Chute a Lawyer, as their Speaker; 
who fickning, Long,' Recorder of London, was choſen 
pro-tempore 1n his ſtead ; and for the upper Houle, Na- 
thaniel-Fiennes, Lord Reeper of the Great Seal was their 
Speaker. The firſt fortnight was taken up about the 
Recognition, with which they were awhile intangled, . 
but at Jaſt they Vote ; and it was Refolved on Monday 
14th of February, That it be part of this Bill to Recognize 
and declare his Highneſs, Richard, Lord Protefor, and 
chief Magiſtrate of the Commonwealth of England, Scot- 
land and Ireland, and the Dominions and Territories 
thereunto belonging. Reſolved, That before this Bll be 
Committed, the Houſe do declare ſuch additional Clauſes 
to be part of this Bill, as may bound the power ef the chief 
Magiſtrate, and fully ſecure the Rights and Privileges of 
Parliament, and the Liberties and Rights of the People 3 
and that neither this, or any other previous Vote, that is, 
or ſhall be paſſed in order to this Bill, ſhall be of force and 
binding to the people, till the while Bill be paſſed. This 
done, a Commitree of Inſpe&ions 1s ſetled, to take a 
view of the Accounts and the Revenue of the Common- 
wealth : of which Mr. Scowen was Chair-man. The 
Commonwealrhs-men, who were conſiderable 1n this 
Convention, cunningly put in many Debates to gain 
time ; which they did, though the Prote&or:an party 
were the major, and. fo could cfte& little 3 yer they 
had hopes of the infe&ion of the Army, which they 
knew by means of their Emiſlaries ſpread much; for 
at Wallingford-houle, Fleetwood, Desborow and Lambert,

- In the mean time the King had ſent a Commiſſion 
to Arthur Anſlow, now Earl of Angleſic, to Fohn Mor- 
dant, Brother to the Ear] of Peterborow, Sir Fohn Green- 


will, Sir Tho. Peyton and William Leg,giving them power 


as his Commiſfioners, to treat with any of his Subjes 
of England ( excepting the Regicides ) and to offer 
them his pardon, if they would now joyn together for 


his Reſtauration, and alſo to aſſure them of Rewards. | 


and Recompence, for any ſervice done for the future 
towards the bringing in of his ſaid Majeſty, and thar 
whatever thoſe his Commiſſioners ſhould promiſe 1n 
his name, he would ratifie and confirm. This was da- 
red at Bruſſe/ls 11 March 1659. By this means, and by 
the wary management of theſe Gentlemen, the King's 
deſigns began to thrive better than formerly, being ſtill 
betray'd by Thurlo's Agents. So that now there were

people, O1the 12thof May, Lambert, accompanied with 
Desborew, Barksted, and 12 other Colonels of the Army, 
prefent a Petition ro the Houſe from rhe Army, contain 
Ns their defres concerning the Government, That 
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the Government _ be a free State and Common- 
Wealth, withour a {ingle Perſon, Kingſhip , or Houle 
of Peers. That there might be a due regularion of 
the Laws, Thar an Aﬀ of Oblivion might be paſſed, That 
the Laws and Ordinances madein the ſeveral changes of 
the Government, and not repealed may be good in Law, 
That the publick D2bts might be paid, Thar a Liberty 
of: Conſcience be granted ro all, excepting Papiſts and 
Epiſcopiits, Thata godly Mmiftry be incouraged, T hat 
Umveritties and Schools of Learning be countenan- 
ced, and Reformed, That all Royaliftts be difcounte- 
nanced and not ſuffered to have any place of Trait, That 
none may have places of Truſt, bur ſuch as are eminent 
for Godlineſs, Conftancy, and Faithfulneſs to the good 
Cauſeand Intereſt of th: Nations, Thar a proviſion be 
made for Succeſſion of Parliaments, That Fleetwood 
may be the Lieutenant-General of the Army. Thar the 
Legiſlative power may be in the Repreſentatives of the 
People,confiting of an Houſe ſucccſively choſen by the 
People, That the executive power may be 11 2 Council 
of State, conſiſting of a certain number of qualified per- 
ſons. That the Debts contradted by his late Highneſs 
and his Father, might be paid ; and that a Revenue of 
IOOOO l. per 4nnum, might be ſetled upon the late Pro- 
reQor and his heirs for ever; aud 10000 /. per Annum, 
more during his Lite, and 80001, upon his hononra- 
ble Mother during her Life, dc. This was the Armies 
project of Government, for which they receive the thanks 
of the Houſe by their Speaker, and are told there are 
many welghty things contained 12 1t, which they would 
rake into their Conſideration, And upon this, before 
they would make any ſettlement upon the Jate Protedtor, 
they ſend to him for an Acknowledgment of his ſubmilfi- 
on to the Goverament, which he formally ſent them in 
hopes of the Settlement, with a. Schedale of his Debts. 
But they refuſe to pay them, and delay ma king any Set- 
tlement either on Him or his Mother, for they were a 
fore of Perſons who never lov'd to. give away money 
from themſeives, Yet to pleaſe hun,and ro remove him fur- 
J the 
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ther from them, they give him 2c00 pounds to diſcharge 
ſome part of his Debts, and required that he and all his 
Dependences remove from 17 þ;zehall m f1z days. Fleet- 
7W0d began to grow diſcontented at this ſhghting his Bro- 
ther: but topleaſe him, they Vote himi to be the Ccm- 
mander 1 Chicf ofail the Armies and Land-Forces in Fr- 
gland, Scotland and Ireiand, for one year; and that he 
ſhould have power to Sign Commithons, and nominate 
Ottcers under him, as ſhould be approved by the Parli- 
ament, But upcn the ſecond Reading of the Bill for this 
purpoſe, they altered their, minds,and ordered a!l Com- 
miffians for the Land and Sea-Forces to beSigned by the 
Speaker, ana delivered to the Officers Gratis, They alto 
Order the Government of 1rc{and to be by Commitfioners, 
and Henry Cromwel to be removed, *Tis thonzhr if hehad 
ftrred ar that time, bems much beloved by the O:ticers 
of his Army thereg, he might have diſappoinred rh1s Par- 
liament of any farrher proceedings, but bciug over per- 
ſuaded , he quietly lefchis Authority, Scctland was yet 
a trouble to ch they knew not how to get into 
their hands: for General Morn4 kept all things mn 1o great 
Order and quietnefs there, and was ſo prudent in ail his 
Athons, that they could not find fault with him, nor nu(> 
trut him, but believed him r-aily their Friend, |

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Parliament, to pay the ſumms forteired by the ſaid AG, 
Then they offer ar an Ac for the makeing ail honours 
conferred by Charles Stewart voyd and nu'i, Then they 
tail to their ol4 trade of raiſing monies by Afﬀeſſments, 
and courinue the Exciſe and Cuftoms to the 1 ft. of 04. 
5:r, And that they may hook 11 all they can, they autho- 


xize th2 colleQing of an Aﬀeſſment granted by the Par- 
Jiament 1656 for 3 years , ons year of which was yet 


behind and uncollected , this was 350c0 1, a month 
on England , 6000 1, on Scutland , and gono /., 2 month 
en 7reland: thus rhey owned not the authority of that 
Parliament,yer they owned their mony Aﬀeſſed by them, 
and pat ir into their own pockets, They next revive 
cheir Committee of plandring Miniſters ; and make an 
order for impreffing of Seamen which they wanred.

Bur our of all this evil God was now a forming good, Far 


rhe Government of che Armies under the Speaker the-G2P 
nera! , chey m3deo 7 Commmlioners , namely LizurenanF 
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Colonels Lambert , Desborow , Ludlow , and Berry, Theſe 
were very active in their authority , placeing and dif- 
placing many Officers in the Armie , by the Parliaments 
conſent. All things ſeem ſucceed to very fortunatly to 
them, and LZockchart Governour of Dun&zrk ſubmits to 
them, to whom they fend over Peirſon , Aſhfeild , and 
Packer , Colonels. To Jreland they ſend their Commiſ- 


floners Steelones, Theml jnſon , and Goodwin, and for the 


command of the Armie Colonel Lud!ow with the title of 
Lieutenarit General, Embafladors from the United Provin-- 
ces come over to cngratulate them , and to offer rheir 
amity , as alſo from many other places were coming; 
ſo that they now began to think themſelvs ſure. They 
had a a to new model Mon4's armie in Scotland and 
were provideing to doeit, which Monk had timely notice 
of by his Agents-.in London, which made him write to 


the Parlzament , 1 which he told them , that he thought 


himſelf fir to be credited in the qualifications of his 
own Officers , whom he affured them , were honeſt and 
ſtout men, and for whoſe fidelity he would be ingaged. 
This letter troubled them, being the firſt rub they had 
met with , yet they hoped to get over it: for they 
were now more eagre to have creatures of their own 
ſtamp m thar Armie , and think with good words to 
pacifie Monk, letting him know as to his own Regi- 
ment, they would make no alteration.

disbanded , nor the conduc thereof altered , but by the 
confent of ſach Conſervators as ſhould be appoynted. 
4, That no impoſition may be upon the conſciences of 
any bur the Cavaliers, 5, That there be no Houſe of 
Peers. 6, That the legiſlative and execurive power be 
ditina, and not in the ſame hands. 7, That the Aﬀem- 
blies of Parliament ſhall be elected by the people of 
tais Common Wealth duly qualified, 

But theſe Gimcraks would not ſatisfie at all, Bur the 
Treaty ftill being in hand, they were lalled into a ſecu-

In the mean time the Furro read the G2nerals and his
